Here  are  fields  of  grass  and  grain,  there  are  heavy  woods,  rem- 
nants of  the  primeval  forest,  whicli  comes  in  tjrracjs  C\.o.<\\  to  the 
water's  edge.  About  this  fair  lake  exteiJs  a  green,  fresh  and 
charming  countryside;  its  waters  feil  by  s[).ings  at  the  bottom, 
are  pure  and  wholesome.  Across  it  blows  a  breeze  whicli,  at  this  highth  of  2,000  feet 
above  the  sea,  is  always  cool.  It  is  not  hard  to  explain  the  invigorating  quality,  the 
restfulness  for  which  Oquaga  Lake  is  fanuus.  About  the  shores  of  the  lake  are 
many  cozy,  homelike  cottages  and  on  pleasant  days  the  surface  of  the  lake  is  dotted 
with  numbers  of  pleasure  and  sail  boats  A  white  sandy  beach  for  many  feet  along 
the  shore  of  the  lake.

HIS  HOUSE  is  under  the  direct  management  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Scott. 
It  accommodates  fifty  guests,  is  surrounded  by  lawns,  which  are 
protected  by  numerous  fruit  and  sliade  trees.  Among  these  fine 
old  trees  are  places  nature  seems  to  have  formed  especially  for 
hammocks.  A  piazza  one  hundred  and  tweenty  feet  long  is  one  of  the  delights 
of  this  cozy  homestead. 

In  conjunction  with  Oquac.a  Lake  Farm  House  is  a  farm  of  one  hundred 
acres.  The  table  is  b  )untifully  supplied  from  farm  and  dairy.  The  dining  room 
is  large  and  cheerful  and  attendance  excellent.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well  venti- 
lated; sanitation  perfect. 

Over  fifteen  years'  experience  enables  us  to  fully  understand  the  requirements 
of  our  guests,  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  leave  but  little  to  be  desired  by  one  seeking 
for  a  quiet,  restful  spot  to  spend  the  summer. 


OQUAGA  LAKE  FARM  HOUSE 
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THE    ANNEX 
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|N  ADDITION  to  Oquaga  Lake  Farm  House,  we  have  built 
an  Annex,  situated  about  two  hundred  feet  from  the  Farm 
House,  and  consisting  of  tlTirty-seven  sleeping  rooms  and  a 
large  sitting-room,  with  fire-place  ;  also  water-closets  con- 
nected. Large,  wide  verandas  on  both  sides  of  the  house,  the 
north  side  presenting  a  fine  view  of  the  lake.  A  good  stone 
walk  has  been  laid,  connecting  .\nne.\  with  the  Farm  House, 
where  all  can  dine  three  times  a  day. 

The  dining  room  has  been  enlarged  and  newly  furnished.     We  can  now  accom- 
modate from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  people. 


TME    ANNEX 
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This  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Raymond  J.  Scott,  and  is  situated  in 
the  grove,  a  short  distance  from  the  lake,  being  therefore  always  cool  and  in\  iting. 
Four  fine  Bowling  Alleys  are  found  here,  also  the  Pool  Parlor.  A  Chickering  grand 
piano  IS  in  the  large  hall,  which  has  a  magnificent  floor  50x35.  During  the  week 
various  forms  of  entertainment  are  enjoyed  by  the  guests.  An  Ice-Cream 
Parlor  adjoins  the  pavilion,  where  refreshments  and  a  complete  stock  of 
confectionery  and  cigars  are  constantly  on  hand. 


TbC  GrOV6*««  Between  the  house  and  the  lake  lies  a  charming 
bit  of  woodland.  Here  the  various  "families  of  the  forest"  have  combined 
to  make  a  captivating  retreat  for  the  lovers  of  nature.  It  is  among  these  trees  the 
hammock  seems  truly  a  part  of  nature,  and  lulls  its  occupant  into  day  dreams.  From 
the  limbs  of  these  old  monarchs  swings  hang  temptingly.  Here  in  almost  perpetual 
shade  the  croquet  court  has  been  located. 


THE    BOWLING    ALLEYS 
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rrUATED  a  short  distance  from  the  pavilion  are  the  Bath 
Houses.  A  white,  sandy  beach  for  many  feet  alon_n-  the  shore 
of  the  lake  gives  opportunity  for  delightful  bathing.  The  boat 
anchorage  is  near  by,  where  boats  may  be  rented  for  the  day, 
week  or  season  at  reasonable  rates. 
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LIVERY* ••  This  re.^ion  of  the  Delaware  abounds  with  beautiful 
scenes,  and  for  many  miles  around  us  drives  are  enjoyed  over  these  rolling  hills, 
where,  in  every  direction,  a  wonderful  view  reaches  to  the  azure  of  the  horizon. 
Nothing  craggy  or  rugged,  but  smooth  and  silky,  and  vast  as  the  waves  of  the  rolling 
ocean.  To  accommodate  our  patrons  we  have  horses  and  carriages  at  reasonable 
rates.
